ARGER still resides at 6128 North Keating Avenue, 
Chicago, Illinois. ARGER's citizenship status 
under question by INS since he is reported to 

have concealed an arrest when applying for natural- 
ization in 1939. Star and Garter Show Lounge 
allegedly owned by ARGER was raided by Chicago 
Police authorities on 11/12/63 on charge of solici- 
tation by one of the female employees. ARGER is 
reported to have made about $22,500 in 1962 from 
the operation of his Paradise Arcade, Chicago. 
Holding of films and projectors seized by police 
authorities in raid from arcade operators until 
disposition of these cases in court is reported 

to be a heavy financial loss to ARGER and other 
Operators in the curtailed operation of their 
arcades.
